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“(HE Oppofers of the Treaty of 
Commerce being gone off from their 
Subje@, are turn’d Statefmen, and 
are for bringing their Arguments 
from Trade to bear againft the Bill now de- 
pending in Parliament againft the Diflénters. 
The Mercator’s Bufinefs lies another way; nor 
does he fee the religious Affairs of the Nati- 
on, and this of the French Commerce have 
any Affinity: However, as this is the firft 
thing they have done, in which the Aéerca- 
tor could bid them God-fpeed, he wifhes them 
to go on there, only with one caution, that 
they fhould talk in that Caufe with Truth and 
Candour, more than they have done in this 
of the French Commerce, left they do there 
as they have done here, viz. leave their 
Friends in a worfe Cafe than they found 
them. 

The Intereft of Commerce in general re- 
quires, no doubt, the keeping the People at 
home and employ’d ; but ahe Afercator’s Opi- 
nion is plain in this, and has been frequently 
hinted, that the keeping thofe People eafy 
and quiet when at home, is equally the In- 
tereft of thofe who would propagate the Com- 
merce of a Nation Difcontent, and a tumul- 
tuous diflatisied Nation are as inconfiftent 
with the Advantage of Trade as any thing 
cam be. Peace is eflential to the Profperity 
of Trade, much more Peace among our {elves ; 
and had thefe Men taken as much pains to 
preferve the Commerce of Britain, as they 
pretend to by their flourifhing Tities they 
would not have endeavour’d to enrage and 
enflame the People as they have done, by 
impofing a thoufand Frauds and Delufions up- 
on them on one Hand, and falling with Rail- 
lery and fcoundrel Language upon all that 
differ with them on the other Hand; as if 
raifing a Mob upon thofe that oppofe them 
was the beft way of anfwering their ObjeQion, 
or of confirming what they advanced: 
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Had thefe Men taken other Courfes, their: 


Arguments would have had much more Weight 
with Men of Senfe ; for it is not eafy to con- 
vince a reafonable Man, that Railing is any 
Signal of a good Caufe, or adds any Force to 
an Argument. 

But putting the Nation into a Ferment was 
the defign of thefe Men, and under the f{peci- 
ous pretence of preferving our Commerce, 
they have fallen in with the wicked Defign of 


arming the common People againft the Admi- 


niftration; and this has not been a little of 
the Reafons which might be given, why the 


other fide sppeer provoked to abridge fome. 
ofe Privileges which they appear’d .

by their Condué&, not put a due Value upon: 


For how much foever the Afercator wilhes that 


thefe Things were not fallen upon the People 
called Diffenters ; yet it mtft be own’d, that 
the Thanks they have to give for it, are due to 
thofe of their Friends who-have endeavour’d 
to draw an innocent People into the Difplea- 
fure of the Nation, and by their fature Con- 
doc to make them appear as unworthy of thofe 
Liberties they enjoy’d.. 


- Indeed were the Condu& of fome Men to. 


be taken for a Teft of the whole Body, one 
would wonder the whole Body fhould en- 
joy any Favours with the Miniftry, or the 
QUEEN could take away from them; and 
this may be the reafon why they cannot be 
ferv'd in the prefent Cafe. But the Crime is 
the greater in thefe Men, that they fhould gra- 
tify their Party, and the Intereft of afew, rua 
the rifque, and in a manner be certaia to bring 
upon them the Refentment of the whole Na- 
tion. 

Were thofe officious People to faffer alone, 
they ought to be told, that they who put their

To put People into Paffions and Fermentations 
is never the way to propagate Trade, or to 
encourage ManufaGures but juft the contrary, 
what Influence thefe Paflions and 
_ ons have on religious Matters,-and how they 
have aflifted to ruin the Diffenters at this time, 
is a Subje& very well worth the Diflenters while 
to confider, and many ufeful Things might be 
faid on that Head. 


But the AZercator has. all along avoided thefe: 


things, and endeavoured to keep all Party- 
Caufes and Politicks out of this Paper, and 
therefore avoids it now, tho’ the Occafion is
